Fault .In China. 


London, Sept. 24.—The Rev. T. De 


Witt Talmage has given a new theory 
in regard to the cause of the anti- 
Christian manifestations in China. He 
says the hatred is not due to the arro- 
gance of missionaries, but to the dis- 
solute foreigners who go' to the Orient 
for the purpose of trade. 


The suggestion by Chinese Minister 


Sir Chih Chen Lofengluh that mission- 
aries should be banished 
from 
the 


Chinese Empire aroused the anger of 
the great 
American 
preacher. 
He 


scored the traders in the far east and 
branded them as the agents who had 
sown the seeds of hatred through the 
Immorality of their lives. 


Dr. Talmage 
Included Americans 


with Europeans 
in bis denunciation, 


and said that the presence of decent 
Christians among the heathen whom 
these men were corrupting was a con- 
stant menace to the debauchery of the 
white trader. 
The white trader, he 


said, cried "wolf" in order 
to de- 


tract from his depravity. 


Dr. Talmage considers the United 


States' has acted wisely by rejecting 
the German vengeance proposal. 
He 


suggested, as a means of reparation, 
that the Chinese government be made 
to support tbe families of every-Inis- 
sionary and every foreigner who had 
been murdered. " 


Dr. Talmage does not think that the 


United States will ever participate in 
any general war in China, though he 
fully recognized the necessity of re- 
maining there until full indemnity had 
been extorted. Ke said he had no sym- 
pathy with the suggestion that the 
powers should use force of arms 
to 


maintain the status of Christianity in 
China.

Two of them Recaptured When Found 


After a Long Search Hiding in Corn 
' Shocks—The Third Slipped oat in 
the Darkness —How they Managed 
to Escape. 


Evansville, Sept. 24—The three men 


arrested here Saturday for the hold-up 
as reported in The Gazette, broke out of 
our city lock-up in the afternoon. They 
wore put in about 11:40 a. m. Their 
dinner wasiaken to them about 1:15 p. 
m. at 3:45 p. m. Officer 
GHllman 
went 


down to see if everything was all right 
when he discovered they had gone. 


There is a small window opening into 


the room where the furnace that heats 
the lock-up * is kept, that is heavily 
grated. They worked at one of the 
bars until they got it out. Tken the 
supposition is, they blanketed the grated 
door to the cell to muffle the sound and 
with the bar jammed the back of the 
lock off end then pried the lock out. 
Outside of the grated door is a common 
door with glass in it which is shut 
when cold to keep the cell warm and of 
course is left open in warm'weather. 


This outside door was shut and locked. 


They then after getting through the 
grated door^ kicked out the glass in the 
'outside door, then they went up a pair 
of stairs and opened a window about 10 
or 12 feet from the ground and jumped 
out. 
This window opens out on Mad- 


ison street, which is usually a busy 
street especially on Saturday! Nobody 
saw them jump out of tho window. The 
office™ therefore had no clue to start 
with. Finally a lady that lives across 
the street from the city hall said she saw 
three men standing in front of the hall 
talking. 
They separated, one going 


south on Madison street and two goiug 
west on Church. 


Officer Broughton went west out to 


the fair grounds and twp ,boys said they 
saw two men start to come into the 
grounds but upon seeing them they 
turned around and went back. 


Special Officer Mihills who took the 


south track 
interviewed a

grounds, and that they went into a Jarge 
corn field which had been partly cut and 
shocked. 


Officers Broughton and Mihills met 


at this cornfield both having tracked 
them that far. 
They .telephoned to 


Officer Gill nan who had been telephon- 
ing to surounding towns and then gone 
in another direction to come to the fail- 
grounds and bring five or sis men which 
he did at once. 


It was rapidly getting dark- it now 


being about 6:00 p. m. 
After placing 


the searching party in skirmish order 
and scouring the heavy corn field and 
Examining the shocks of corn Tvithout 
meeting with any success, a small cur 
dog that belongs to the farmer who owns 
the farm commenced to bark around a 
corn shock. 
Mihills went over and 


kicked into the shock and kicked one 
of the fellows 
in the jaw. Mihills im- 


mediately commanded him to come out, 
•which he did. He was handcuffed and 
the search renewed for the other fellow. 


After examining the remaining shocks 


Chief Broughton went back to the shock 
where No. 1 was pulled out and felt in 
and found No. 2 in there. 
He was 


yanked out and handcuffed to No. 1. 


Broughton and Gillman took them to 


Janes ville on the 7:00 o'clock paasenger 
and landed them in the county jail. No. 
3 escaped and has not been heard of, 
but the two that were captured were the 
principal ones.

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STRANGE KANSAS SECT. 


Band of Religionists Who Claim 


Baptism by Fire. 


ABE 
KNOWS AS "flSEBEAITDS," 


Quiet Formers Near Abilene Greatly 


Stlrrea Over Xeiv Movement—12-vaii-, 
Relist* Driven 
Out 
by 
Violent 


Mean*—Soiuc of the "River" Breth- 
ren Alarmed nt Their Grorrth. 
"Fire, flre. fire! Bless you, brother!" 


-n-as a cry that startled the townspeo- 
ple one afternoon a t'e\v months ago, 
1*0.3-3 the Abilene (Kan.) correspondent 
•of the Chicago Pccord, writing under 
•the date of Sept. 7. A soberly dressed 
farmer, wearing the plain suit and 
Jong hair of the Quaker/like sect of 
river brethren, 'met another of the 
same appearance and this was their 
greeting. 
Afterward caine other ex- 


periences when a young woman in riv- 
er brother, garb came to town nnd, go- 
Ing from store to store, declared In a 
despairing'voice: 


"Beware! Abilene will be destroyed 


In 00 days." 


Ono day a young man, having bad 


his abundant locks trimmed In a bar- 
ber shop, arose from the chair and 
stepping to the middle of the floor an- 
nounced to the crowd ID waiting, "I 
feel called on to say that I have been 
baptized by flre and am saved." Then 
be put on his coat and went out. 


These were but manifestations of a 


new movement that has caused the 
staid river brethren more uneasiness 
than anything that has occurred in all 
their religious life, even from the early 
part of the century, when they settled 
•on tbe banks of the Susquehanua, in 
Pennsylvania, and began to worship in 
their own way without restraint. And, 
by the way', that was how they acquir- 
ed their title, for they were "river" 
brethren, as distinguished from other 
members of their sect. Brethren of 
Christ, who lived among the hills. 


This new form of religious zeal is 


the product of somewhat sensational 
preaching by leaders of the so called 
Fire Baptized "association, or, as they 
•are 
familiarly 
known, 
the 
"Fire- 


brands," and it is the first schism that 
Las occurred in the river, brethren de- 
nomination. It has worried the elders. 
Said one grave faced brother, sliaking 
liis abundant beard and locks, "Wo 
hardly know what to make of it, but 
we abide in faith and think 'it will 
come out all right." 


The "Firebrands" began with the 


coming to central Kansas of an evan- 
gelist, B. H. Irwin, from Iowa; two 
years ago. He was taken in by the 
river brethren, and they accepted his 
doctrines, which were of. the utmost 
perfection through faith. 
Finally he 


undertook to change their form of 
dress, and they objected. 
Then he 


started meetings of his own and preach- 
ed thp fire doctrine. He held that the 
fire of inspiration came to the believ- 
ers, and his meetings abounded in 
trances, screaming and other exhibi- 
tions of the "power." Long after mid- 
night, night after night, the little baud 
prayed and testified, all the time grow- 
ing in numbers. Finally Irwin advised 
all tlie members to 'Sell their hogs, as 
they were unclean beasts, and he was 
obeyed. 
A score of farmers took their 


swine to market at a great loss. He 
also attempted to cure by laying on of 
hands and found some patients who 
thought they wore helped. 
One man 


•declared he was cured of a sort of pal- 
sy, but be was as bad as ever the next 
day. 
One farmer "believed" and was 


pronounced cured of consumption, but 
lie died in a few months. 


Irwiu returned last fall with a big 


tent and two assistant preachers and 
opened meetings with greater zeal than 
before. 
The excitement drew people 


from a score of miles distant, and on 
Sunday thousands gathered. The serv- 
ice consisted of sermons, shouting and 
exhibitions of the "power." Communi- 
cants jumped up and down for a half 
. hour at a time, screaming praises to 
God. Some went into trances. 
These 


Irwin allowed none to touch. 
In his 


address he abused the river brethren, 
their form of dress and customs, point- 
lug them out iu the congregation and 
calling them by name. 
Never in tho 


history of this county has there been 
so strange and wild preaching as that, 
and the people wondered how it would 
end if the excitement continued to 
grow. They speedily found out. 


A party of young farmers, whose 


parents, friends and sweethearts had 
been maligned by Irwin and his asso- 
ciates, surrounded tbe tent one moon- 
light night. 
Suddenly they cut the 


ropes and rushed for the preachers. 
They caught two of them, but Irwin, 
amid 
the 
confusion, 
darkness and 


fright of the congregation, escaped. 
The captives were taken to a stock 
tank near by. 
The windmill, driven 


by tho prairie breeze, bad Ollqd it with 
clear, cold water. 


"In with 'em, boys!" cried a stalwarl 


youth. 


"One. two, throe!" Splash, splash! 
The evangelists wore- ducked thrct 


times and then allowed to go. Irwin 
bad already secured a horse aud was 
far away. The others followed, and no 
more camp meetings were held in that 
town. Irwin went to Colorado, and no 
more has tfeen heard of him. Tho oth- 
ers went to Pennsylvania and attacked 
in a scries of addresses the river breth- 
ren near Chambersburg, Pa., until they 
were driven out of that section. One 
youth, Harry Solouberger. went to 
Philadelphia and started an orphanage 
wherein healing was to bo by faith and 
laying on of hands alone. One or two 
children died, and he was arrested. A 
girl, Martha Zook, entered the homo of 
aa uncle in Illinois, also a healer of 
this, faith, nnd die'd of diphtheria in 
spite of the brethren's prayers. 


Two weeks ago another company of 


evangelists came back to this eotmty 
and began a series of meetings in th« 
old place. Their preaching waxed 
louder and louder, and one night a 
number of young men gathered with 
eggs and prepared for an attack. They 
were arrested and brought here to Jail, 
but released later. Then others In the 
neighborhood were aroused, nnd tiiey 
served notice on the "Firebrands" to 
quit, and they did. It is a peculiarity 
of the sect that its members believe 
that they are Incapable of any sin, and 
hence are absolutely removed from all 
temptations of the world. Many wear 
Scripture texts on their hatbands, and 
they rnnie pretense of following the 
established rules of the old elver breth- 
ren sect as to -dress. 


One of the notable converts Is Mrs. 


Annie Brechfill, a wealthy woman, who 
has given of her property and strength 
to the cause. She believes in the new 
faith implicitly and claims that she has 
been cured of consumption by means 
of faith and laying on of hands. 
She 


is prosperous as a farmer and gives 
liberally to spreading the new gospel. 


Some of the river brethren are alarm- 


ed nt the growth of the "Firebrands," 
as they think the more sensational doc- 
trine will win the young people nnd 
will weaken the church. They look on 
the radical element with much disfa- 
vor and have formally renounced ail 
connection therewith as a matter of 
church policy. The persecution, bow- 
ever, .does not dishearten the local en- 
thusiasts, find they hold their meetings 
in private residences — t h e comfort- 
able river brethren houses, built when 
the adherents were liny in the old faith 
—and will doubtless continue to rlo ,so. 
Their outdoor meetings are so mutinies 
held on the streets.' and on Saturday 
afternoons oo the street iu tliis city a 
little group of praying and sluglns 
men and women attempts to hold tin.1 


attention of the busy farmers who are 
in on shopping expeditions.

small audk-uces, however, but arc nol 
discouraged nnd Irpep up their efforts 
regardless of .the unfavorable surround- 
ings.

Chas. L. Gums, the proprietor of the 


Windsor Hotel, went up staira Sunday 
morning about 9:30 o'clock after a blarir 
ket. 
He detected the smell of gas in 


the hall and immediately commenced to 
search for the leak. He examined all 
the burner in the halls and found them 
all right and then commenced a sys- 
tematic aerch of the different rooms.
